SAN FRANCISCO May 3 -T h e 
Big Three were reported today to 
have broken the deadlock in ne­ 
gotiations over the Polish question.

The United Press was informed I 
that the Polish discussions, which 
had been stymied for days, were 
moving forward again on the basis 
of a new proposal from the So- I 
viet Union.

May 3 - American com­ 
m anders hinted today that the 
crack arm ies which smashed the 
Germ ans in Italy and forced the 
unconditional surrender of 1,000,- 
000 men will be used in the final 
fight against Japan. 
Both Gen. Mark W. Clark. Al­ 
lied

and Lt. Gen. Joseph T. McNamey. 
his deputy, warned their victorious 
troops that “the last foe”—Japan j 
—remained to be crushed. 
"The 
w ar is not over.” Clark j 
said in a trium phal order of the 
day. "There 
remains the

portant task of inflicting a similar, 
complete defeat on our remaining 
enemy— Japan. Fach one of us in 
the 15th arm y group m ust con­ 
tinue without pause to give full 
m easure of effort to that task 
wherever we may be called on to 
serve.’’

German resistance on the European continent all but van* 
ished today. Persistent reports said negotiations were in pro* 
gress for the unconditional surrender of the last Nazi armies 
in Holland, Denmark, Norway and Czechoslovakia. 
British second army forces occupied the great port of Ham* 
burg without a fight and linked up with the Russians on the 
Baltic coast, severing Denmark and Norway from the Reich. 
Countless thousands of war-weary Germans were pouring into 
the British lines in a panicky race to escape capture by tho 
Russians. Field dispatches said the hag was running into the 
hundreds of thousands. One American unit attached to the Brit* 
ish army took almost 100,000 captives in 21 hours. 
Other German remnants in the north were in headlong flig h t 
by sea from Schleswig-Holstein, Germany s northernmost prov­ 
ince, presumably headed for Norway, even while negotiations for th* 
surrender of the Nazi forces in Norway were reported under way. 
The southern ram parts of the house af cards th at Adolf H itler 
built already had crumbled with the surrender of north Italy and west* 
em A ustria. The U. S. Seventh arm y in that area suddenly found itself 
unopposed, and Gen. George S. P a tto n s Third

Steady Use of Sulfonamide 
May Cause Severe Reactions

THE sulfonamide drugs have 
more than proven their worth and 
have saved many lives by com­ 
bating a variety of infections. But, 
as with other drugs, the use of 
these preparations is not without 
some danger, especially if taken 
without the doctor’s guidance. It 
has been found that certain pa­ 
tients may be sensitive to the sul­ 
fonamide drugs. Should the drugs 
be administered to these patients, 
severe reactions may occur.

sensitivity. Other doetors may ad­ 
vise it if there is infection pres­ 
ent. Another reason why sul­ 
fathiazole should not be used over 
long periods of time is that such 
use may make the patient over­ 
sensitive and then later on, when 
he needs sulfonamide drugs for 
a more serious condition, he will 
be unable to take them. 
It is therefore concluded that 
•ulfathiazole ointments should be 
used only for a short period of 
time, and then only when there is 
present some active infection that 
is known to respond to this form 
of treatment. It is not a good plan 
td put the *ulfathiaz.ole into an 
ointment base which contain* such 
fatty substances as lanolin or 
cholesterol, since these things may 
increase the possibility of sensi­ 
tization to the sulfathiazole. 
It would appear that sulfathia- 
tole preparations should not be 
used except as the physician di­ 
rects. He will decide when one of 
the sulfonamide drugs is neces­ 
sary, and which one of the many 
now availalbe will do the most 
good and produce the least reac­ 
tions. 
The important thing to bear in 
mind is, I repeat, that continued 
use of sulfonamide preparations 
may produce a sensitivity so that 
their administration later on re­ 
sult* in a severe reaction.
